Notice Is hereby given that on the 13th 
day of July, 1971, the Common Council 
of the City of Fort Wayne, Indiana, In a 
Regular Session, did pass the following 
General ordinance, to-wit: 

Bill No. G-71-0M3 (Amended) 

GENERAL ORDINANCE NO. G-118-71 

AN ORDINANCE authorizing the Mayor 
to proclaim an emergency and authorizing 
the Mayor to declare a curfew and to pro- 
mulgate regulations, and providing penal- 
ties and amending the Municipal Code. 

WHEREAS, violence has occurred In the 
streets of Fort Wayne, forcing the Com- 
mon Council to face the possibility that it 
may occur again: 

NOW THEREFORE, BE IT OR- 
DAINED BY THE COMMON COUNCIL OF 
THE CITY OF FORT WAYNE, INDIANA: 

SECTION 1. If the Mayor finds that by 
reason of widespread violence or threats 
of Imminent violence endangering the 
lives and property of the citizens of Fort 
Wayne a stare of emergency exists, the 
Mayor Is hereby authorized to declare a 
curfew, and to promulgate regulations ap- 
propriate to deal with the emergency m 
all or any part of the area within the 
lurlsdlction of the City. 

SECTION 2. Such regulations may In- 
clude a curfew for all or any part of the 
City or restrictions on the sale or trans- 
portation of firearms or ammunition or 
liquor or gasoline or kerosene or similar 
combustible fuel. The regulations may also 
restrict assemblages of more than ten 
persons. 

SECTION 3. Such proclamation and the 
regulations promulgated there under shall 
immediately be given to all news media 
In the City and notice thereof given by 
all means reasonably available; including 
notice to each member of the Common 
Council in person or by phone call or 
delivery to his home. Any five or more 
members of the Council may modify or 
rescind such regulations. 

SECTION 4. All police officers are au- 
thorized to arrest and retain in custody 
all persons reasonably suspected of viola- 
tion of the regulations so promulgated. 
All persons so arrested shall be taken be- 
fore the Judge of the City Court or the 
Circuit Court within thirty hours after 
arrest or as soon after the elapse of thirty 
hours as the Courts may be available, 
provided that such action is not Interfered 
with by violence or threats of violence. 

SECTION 5. Any person willfully violat- 
ing the regulations so promulgated, and 
any person defying any police officer en- 
gaged in enforcing such regulations, 
shall be subject to a penalty of not to 
exceed $100 for each violation and to Im- 
prisonment for not to exceed thirty days. 

SECTION 6. Chapter 7 of the Municipal 
Code of the City of Fort Wayne, Indiana, 
1946, is hereby amended by odding the 
above sections as Article I thereof. The 
sections presently In said Chapter shall 
constitute Article li of said Chapter 7.
